LONDON (AP)—The white hot war of words between 
Yugoslavia and Russia grew more intense today as Marshal 
Tito’s supporters hurled defiant countercharges at the Soviets. 

In answer to a Russian threat to take ‘‘effective measures”’ 


to protect Russian. citizens in 


munist organ Borba accused thr 


Soviet of using these citizens as 
Spies. 

British newspapers said today 
the new Russian note to Marshal 
Tito sounds like the worst threat 
of war since 1939. 

To the conservative Daily Tele- 
graph the Soviet assertion that it 
may take “more effective 
measures” to protect its citizens 
in Yugoslavia was “the very lan- 
guage of Hiiler’s exhausted pat- 
ience.’ 

Vile Language 

Borba, mouthpiece of Tito’s 
government, said the Russian note 
was full of “vile language, in- 
sults and threats’ and was de- 
livered in an insulting fashion. 
The Russian protest was delivered 
to a doorman at the Yugoslav 
foreign ministry at 5 a.m. 

Yugoslavja also replied yester- 
day to a Soviet note of Aug. 11 
which said Yugoslavia was an 
enemy of the Soviet Union. 

The Yugoslav reply to her erst- 
while cominform mentor accused 
Russia of a double-cross in drop- | 
ping her support for Yugoslav 
claims. for Austrian territory. 


The feud between the Russians 
and Tito dates back to June, 1948,

The split has widened percep- 
tibly since Tito, subjected to an 
economic boycott by the comin- | 
form nations, has made overtures 
to the west for money and sup- 
plies.

Moscow and the Borba editorial 
were made public here by Tanjug, 
the official Yugoslav news agency. 

The note said the Kremlin had 
sold out Yugoslav claims to Carin- 
thia, a part of southern Austria 
which has a large Slovene popula- 
tion, in order to get the Western 
Powers to agree to Russian claims 
to German assets in Austria.

Conventional Floor Plan Home 
Has Double Radiation Fireplace 


The home pictured this week 
consists of 2 1400-square-foot lay- 
out of more or less conventional 
planning. 

The exterior is of precision 
building blocks of various sizes, 
used to produce a pleasing, out 
not geometrical, pattern. 

This type of structure is easily 
landscaped in a variety of ways, 
depending on the tastes of the 
home builder. 

The living room has a fireplace 
set between two doors on the in- 
side wall to give balance and a 
pleasing effect from the front door 
position. The fireplace situated 
on an interior wall, also aids in 
heating as it has a radiant effect 
into two rooms. 

The conventional personal wing 
consists of two bedrooms, each 
with a large amount of closet 
space, and a bath between. The 
bedrooms are conneccted by a hall, 
which alsi gives entrance to the 
bathroom. This arrangement pro- 
vides privacy for the family on 
the opposite side of the house 
from *the work area of kitchen 
and service porch. 

The kitchen is connected with 
the service porch, but the latter 
does not have to be entered in 
Sr ee eee 

A leftover egg white may be 
used in a chilled coffee drink.
